HIGH IN STATE PROGRAM 


Assemblyman Leroy Greene of 
Sacramento, chairman of the As- 
sembly Education Committe, re- 
leased reading results 
grades 1, 3, 6 and 10 from 
mandatory testing 
program. 

According to the scores 
leased for the grades tested, Al- 
bany students did significantly 
better than the state-wide aver- 
age and were either first or sec- 


test for

ond in standing by comparison 
with all districts over 1,000 stu- 
dent in Alameda County. 


Credit for the success of Al- 
bany students in the state-wide 
test in large measure goes to the 
competence of the teachers in 
reading insruction; to the Board 
of Education which has encour- 
aged the use of improved teach- 
ing techniques such as i/t/a read- 
ing, listening centers, instruction- 
al materials not normally avail- 
able from the state; and to a com- 
munity that consistently has 
given its support to maintaining 
a quality educational program 
for its children and youth. 

“Albany children might be ex- 
pected to do well on standardized 
tests. The ability of Albany stu- 
dents tends to be above average,” 
stated Kenneth M. Forry, Super- 
intendent of Schools, ‘but there 
are a number of unique features 
in the Albany schools which con- 
tribute to this success. The rel- 
atively smaller class size and the 
split reading session allow teach- 
ers to spend more instructional 
time with each child, Adequate 
instructional materials are pro- 
vided and teachers are encour- 
aged to use their professional 


competence. Our remedial read- 
ing teachers at each of the 
schools catch incipient reading 


problems and seek tc apply ap- 
propriate methods for correc- 
tion.” 

“The excellent elementary sum: 
mer school program contributes 
to the success of our children, 
not only in reading but in other 
subjects. All this is made pos- 
sible because of the understand- 
ing and continued support the 
schools have received from the 
citizens of Albany.”

In the annual report issued by 
Albany Fire Department, it is 
indicated that Albany’s property 
loss in 1967 was $90,624, com-

Firemen responded to the same 
number of alarms both years— 
419. 


The department traveled 6,410 
miles and used 1,597 gallons of 
gas last year. This involves six 
vehicles plus the ambulance. 
They handled 938 radio calls. 


A breakdown of calls other 
than fire shows 13 auto acci- 
dents; seven each smoke scares 
and malfunctioning hot water 
heaters; five eacli electrical, gas 
leak, wires down; six gas tank 
leaks plus one or two of the fol- 
lowing: pilot lights out, child 
locked in bathroom, unauthor- 
ized burning, odor investigation, 
eat on pole, sump pump mal- 
function, utensil left on stove, 
overheated motors, broken steam 
lines, leaking refrigerator gas, 
child’s arm caught in chair, add- 
ing machine or trash barrel, 
broken gas meter, checking 
odors, person falling down, re- 
moving ring from finger, hand 
caught in window, faulty fire- 
place, roof leak, TV antenna 
down, reflection, wash machine 
malfunction, flooded area or en- 
tangled clothes line. 

Inhalator calis included pos- 
sible heart attack, 30; fainting 
and breathing difficulty, 12 each; 
stroke, seven; person fallen 
down, five; cancer, four; convul- 
sions, drunk and epilepsy, two 
each; relapse, transportation to 
hospital, hyperventilation, post- 
operative effects and attempted 
suicide, one each. 

Fire summonses ranged from 
13 for overheated cooking oils 
through unauthorized burning, 
10; cigaret, nine; grass fire, 
eight; children with matches, six. 
Three or less calls each were for 
objects placed over floor heaters, 
smoking in bed, incinerator, fric- 
tion, sparks, utensil left on stove, 


overheated broiler, clothes dry- 
ers, fireworks, brazier, spontan- 
eous, electrical, etc. 

Twenty-two calls were for a 
variety of automobile defects, 26 
were for people locked:out and 
27 for malicious false alarms. 
There were five accidental false 
alarms, 12 police assists, eight 
water leaks, and seven’ calls to 
wash down spilled conerete on 
the street. 

August was the peak month 
for inhalator calls. Most calls 
for Fire Department services 
were received about 4 p.m. and 
between 10 and 11 a.m. 

Predominate ages for those 
needing resuscitator squad were 
70 years and over and one year 
and under. The leading causes 
were heart conditions‘and con- 


vulsions. Fifty-one per cent were 
females and 49 per cent males. 
Seventy people were taken to 


the hospital by ambulance and 
seven by private ambulance. Ten 
calls were unnecessary. Eight 


persons were dead on arrival of 
the Fire Department unit; 17 
were received dead on arrival at 
Herrick hospital.
